Chicago, Dec. 9— (AP)—-Adlai 


E. Stevenson and the Democrats 
soon may be singing billion dollar 
budget blues instead of their elec- 
tion victory song. The Democratic 
governor-elect is getting his first 
taste of budget problems he must 
solve if he is to keep his economy 
pledges. He has been told by state 
officials that: 


1. Sales tax revenue is likely 


to decline as a result of an ex- 
pected drop in retail sales. 


2. More public aid money is 


needed for a big list of pension- 
ers and people on relief that is 
growing better as a result of In- 
flation. 


8. Costs of state supplies and 


wages are still going up. 


4. Schools need more than 


twice as much state money as 
they get now. 


5. The University of Illinois 


needs nearly-tirice as much. 


6. State hospitals and other 


welfare institutions need more 
than three times as much. 
The overall problem is how to 


get enough money to pay for it all 
without raising taxes or levying 
new taxes.

Sales Tax to Drop? 


The two-cent sales tax makes 


up 70 per cent of the state s gen- 
eral revenue—$355,000.000 of the 
$501,000,000 expected during the 
next two fiscal years. 


Just before the \\ar and up to 


1945. the sales tax brought m an 
average of $181000,000 every two 
years. 


During the last two years it has 


averaged more than $300,000.000 
but the reported retail business 
outlook for the future indicates it 
may drop to about $244.000.000 


That's not based on an antici- 


pation of any depression or reces- 
sion—only on a leveling off in 
prosperity. 


The picture of more money need- 


ed and probably less available to 
apend isn't very rosy.

Chicago, Dec. 9 — (AP) — AI 


trucking company executive was' 
ordered into felony court today on 
charges of malicious mayhem and 
conspiracy to commit assault and 
battery with intent to kill. 


Elmer \V. Sims, 49, head of the 


Suns Motor Transport Lines, Chi- 
cago, is accused of hiring Earl 
Harris, 27, a Chicago Negro, to 
throw lye into the face of a com- 
petitor. Similar charges have been 
filed against Harris. 


Sims denied the charges when 


he surrendered to police yester- 
day. 
He was freed on $1,500 bond. 


The complaint charged Norbert 


D. McCue; 50, president of the 
Steel Dispatch'Co, Gary, was at- 
tacked in his office last March 
27. McCue said he was burned se- 
verely and lost most of the vision 
in his right eye. 


The court today continued the 


charges against Sims to Dec. 23. 


McCue has filed a $400,000 dam- 


age suit in federal court against 
Sims, claiming the Chicago trucker 
hired Harris to inflict the injury. 
McCue alleges Sims wanted the ex- 
clusive business of transporting 
steel between Gary and Chicago. 


A Gary detective, Ray Hahn, de- 


clared last week Harris made a 
statement asserting he and James 
Clifton, also of Chicago, had been 
hired by Sims to "do a job" on the 
operators of three competing firms. 


Charges also have .been filed 


against Clifton, who, Hahn said, 
is being held in an Idaho jail on 
robbery charges. 


Printers' Prexy 


Sees Strike End 


Chicago, Dec. 9.—(AP)—The 


The president of the Chicago AFL 
Typographical union said yester- 
day "we are making some prog- 
ress" toward settlement of the 
year-old strike against the city's 
major daily newspapers. 


"I hope settlement is in the 


near future, but it is not so close 
that I can predict a definite date," 
he said. 


The official, John J. Pilch, made 


the statement in an address to the 
biennial convention of the CIO 
Transport Workers union which 
took up a collection of $3,560 from 
the delegates and union treasury 
for the printers' strike fund. "We 
are meeting with the publishers on 
the average of twice a week," 
Pilch said. "W*e are still battling 
on some fundamental provisions 
which are outside the Taft-Hartley 
act. The publishers are still try- 
ing to break down our bargaining 
position, but we know we will win 
because you can't take the fight- 
ing spirit out of the Typographical 
union."

State department officials said to- 
day their vital codes are undei 
constant checks to prevent the be 
trayal of American secrets to for- 
eign governments. • 


Whether prewar diplomatic mes- 


sages between Washington and 
American embassies abroad were 
as secure from prying eyes is in 
grave doubt as a result of disclos- 
ures during the congressional spy 
inquiry. 


However, Acting 
Se9retary of 


State Lovett »aid yesterday the 
Whole system of safeguarding such 
meswfei hu been transformed in 
recent years. He declared 
the 


codes now are a« secure as experts 
know how to make them. 


Machines Are Used 


Complicated machines afe used 


in the lUte department, as well as 
in the armed services, to change 
the wording 
of official messages 


into gibberish which—at least in 
theory—only another, 
identically 


set machine can reduce to the 
original form. 


Officials said that in addition a 


special cryptographic unit makes 
frequent spot checks for any signs 
of flaws. Any suspicion that the 
code has been compromised brings 
an immediate order to change it. 


In 1937 and 1938 such a change 


would have meant destroying code 
books used to decipher messages. 
Those were the years during which 
large numbers of "top secrets" and 
other classified 
documents were 


pilfered from the atate department 
and copied by a communist spy 
ring, the house un-American activ- 
ities committee has been told. 


Even now, officials said, a'basic 


change in the communications se- 


curity system may be difficult and 
expensive. 


Costly 1'rocedure 


They recalled that when youth- 


ful Sgt. James McMillin deserted 
his post in the Moscow embassy 
last May. state 
department code 


machines in every 
part 
of 
the 


world were changed at a cost of 
about SSO.OOO. What the changes 
were was not disclosed. 


McMillin had worked in the em- 


bassy code room, The state de- 
partment said he deserted because 
of the wiles of a woman it termed 
a soviet agent. 


The change from the old "hand 


codes" to machine was made in 
the early stages of World War II.

possible for a patient expert to 
"break" almost any code, provided

But with the infinite number of 


:ombinatios which c;m be made by 
shifting levers or other controls on 
the present machines, officials arc 
convinced now that such decipher- 
ing is almost impossible. 


Can't Be Cracked

code—that is, a machine setting 
used only once—for ultra secret 
communications just 
cannot be

describe in detail how they work. 


After messages between Wash-

Declaration of Human 


Rights Hit by Russia 


By DEW1TT MaoKENZIE 


The most far-reaching declara- 


.ion of human rights ever devised 
ms been completed'by the United 
Nations social committee after two 
and a half years of diligent labor 
and is ready for consideration by 
the general assembly. 


The 
articles in this historic 


document are calculated to encom- 
pass all the dreams of the centuries 
'or the well-being of mankind. 


RUSSIA OPPOSES IT \ 


Because of this the highest sig- 


nificance attaches to the fact that 
Russia and her satellites bitterly 
opposed the declaration, which in- 
cludes such articles as these: 


Everyone has the right to life, 


iberty and security of person—to 
'reedom of thought, conscience and 
religion—to freedom of opinion 


and expression; thli right includes 
freedom to hold opinions without 
interference and to seek, receive 
and impart information and ideas 
through any media regardless of 
frontiers. 


Everyone has the right to a na- 


tionality—to take part in the gov- 
ernment 
of his 
country—to a 


standard of living adequate for the 
health and well-being of himself 
and family—to a social and inter- 
national order in which the rights 
and freedoms set forth in the 
declaration can be fully realized. 
All human beings are born free 
and equal, in dignity and rights. 


When the document finally was, 


completed and came before the 58- j 
member social committee for ap- j 
proval. the Soviet bloc declared it! 
was unsatisfactory. The Commu- 


nists claimed it violated sovereign 
rights and failed to include a con- 
demAtion of Fascism. However, 
the declaration wai adopted 26 to 
6 and now foes to the general as- 
sembly. 


It isn't difficult to understand 


of course, why the 
Bolshevists 


should turn thumbs down on the 
declaration. It is the anithesis of 
everything that Bolshevism stands 
for. 


Under the Red ism min is mere- 


ly a pawn of the Communist high 
command. The only right he has 
is to ting in unison with the other 
stooges. Bolshevism couldn't exist 
under any such code as is project- 
ed by the declaration of rights. 


The Soviet demand for a con- 


demnation of "Fascism" isn't sur- 
prising;, especially when we take 
into consideration the Moscow 
definition of the term. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it's about time all 
hands reviewed the meaning of the 
word. 


Webster's new international dis- 


tionary defines Fascism as the 
Fascist movement in Italy or, by 
extension, to' any similar move- 
ment elsewhere. The Fascist so- 
ciety was created by Mussolini to 
oppose Bolshevism. 
Then Hitler 


appropriated the general idea and 
founded nazlsm—also to combat 
'ommunism. 
Well, it isn't hard to understand 


why Moscow should have a special 
hatred for the Italian and German 
isms, and should have applied the 
term "Fascism" to both brands of 
anti-Communism. 
What a lot of 


'oik don't realize, however, is that 
Moscow has extended the use of 
'Fascist" to apply to any gov- 
ernment, organization or even in- 
dividual opposing Communism. 


In this manner "Fascist" grad- 


ually has become a generic term 
'or all opposition to Communism.. 
So it has come about that these 
days we frequently hear "Fascist" 
employed as a general designation 
if political opprobrium by people 
who don't recognize its real signi- 
icance as used by the Reds. 


Many of course use "Fascist" in 
onnection with any totalitarian 
egime. If we accept that as its 
definition, it applies to all Bol- 
hevist governments, but obvious- 
y doesn't apply to all anti-Com- 
munists.

sents telephone calls or personal 
visits to the library.
